How many messages warning about 
the Good Times virus have you 
deleted? This ubiquitous Internet hoax 
warns of a killer e-mail message that 
destroys entire hard drives when you 
open it. The Good Times virus is an 
urban legend, but unfortunately, the 
concept is no longer science fiction. 
Thanks to a widely available Microsoft 
utility called the Windows Scripting 
Host (WSH), it's now possible for an 
e-mail message or a Web page to 
destroy data or attack networks, even 
if the recipient does nothing more than 
open the message. 

Developers who have mastered 
VBScript or JavaScript will be drawn 
to the WSH like moths to a flame. 
Both languages allow Web designers 
to create active HTML pages that

PROTECT YOURSELF 

Here's how to protect yourself from potentially 
deadly scripts. 

STEP 1 : CHECK THE VBSCRIPT VERSION 

Search your system for a file called 
vbscript.dll. Inspect its properties — if the 
version is 3.1a and the file data is 12/30/97 
or later, proceed to the next step. 
STEP 2: TIGHTEN IE SECURITY 
On systems running IE4, adjust a crucial 
security setting. Open the browser windows, 
choose View, Internet Options, and click on 
the Security tab. Select the Custom option 
and click on the Settings button. Find the 
option labeled Initialize and Script ActiveX 
Controls Not Marked As Safe and change its 
setting from Prompt to Disable. Repeat this 
process for Outlook 98 and Outlook Express. 
Choose Tools, Options to find the security 
zone settings. 
STEP 3: WHEN IN DOUBT, 
DISABLE SCRIPTING 

If you use IE 3.02 and are unwilling or unable to 
upgrade to IE4, or if you want to disable this 
feature completely, disable the Windows 
Scripting Host. Find the file named 
scrrun.dll and delete it. Web-based scripts 
will still work within a browser window, but they 
won't be able to access local files and folders.

The WSH gives system 
administrators and advanced 
users a powerful new tool 
to automate repetitive tasks;

Unfortunately, VBScript can also be 
a powerful weapon in the hands of 
vandals and hackers. 

Problems surfaced last December, 
when Microsoft released version 3.1 
of its VBScript engine. Unlike previ- 
ous releases, this incarnation allows 
VBScript to manipulate files and 
directories on the host machine. 
Because Outlook 98 and Outlook 
Express interpret VBScript and HTML, 
even a novice programmer can add 
commands to an e-mail message — 
deleting files and folders on the target

your security settings.

If you've installed version 3.1 of 
WSH on any Windows NT or 95 
machine, you're at risk. Netscape 
users are safe from this attack, because 
Navigator and Netscape Mail use 
only JavaScript and don't respond to 
VBScript. IE4 users will see the cryp- 
tic dialog box shown above, but IE 
3.02 will run killer scripts without 
any warning. Want to immunize 
yourself?

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On the Internet, no one knows you're a dog. That nubile ballerina you've been e-mailing could 
really be a 45-year-old brick layer with a goatee. Not a few online lawyers run their practices 
from the pokey. People who describe themselves in chat rooms as good-looking, athletic, or 
rich rarely are. Even more troubling than the whacked disguises people don in cyberspace is 



their ability to remain entirely anonymous. This is especially 



annoying when you're trying to 
squeeze them for cash. 

Some 75 million souls now surf the 
Web, making cyberspace more 
populous than England or France. 
Growing armies of these people would 
like to spend their euros, dollars, and 
yen online. And many of them do. But 
what do you really know about these 
ethereal customers? 

Registration pages don't tell you 
anything. Most people have enough 
sense to duck them, anyway. Besides, 
those who go to the trouble of filling 
out your nosy form typically lie. 
A recent study found that 40 percent 
of surfers who filled out registration 
forms supplied information that was as 
colorful as Bill Clinton's sex life. 

Early stabs at Internet demographics 
weren't very useful, either. Five years 
ago, you could have spent $35,000 for a 
marketing study that told you most 
Web surfers knew how to operate PCs. 
Many of them had e-mail addresses. 
The overwhelming majority of them 
used their computers at work and/or at 
home. Most of the systems used for 
surfing the Net ran some version of 
Windows, though a small percentage 
were Macintoshes. 

Armed with penetrating insights 
such as these, you were ready to go 
make your fortune in cyberspace. 

But marketing studies about the 
Net have gotten better. And there are 
tons of them in circulation now, 
which means that when a fact smells 
fishy, you can cross-reference it. Some 
of the best studies paint a very specific 
picture of who's surfing the Web. And 
they pitch up plenty of surprises. 

They're not just randy 
adolescent boys. Your average 
surfer is 36 years old with a household 
income of $53,000. Nearly half of all

You're not the love of their 
lives.

Nearly half connect to the 
Internet every day. 

They're cranky. Despite the 
amount of time they spend online, in 
one study only 43 percent of Web 
users described their overall satisfaction 
with the online world as very good or 
excellent. That's low compared to 
satisfaction rates with TVs, radios, or 
even — believe it or not — PCs. 

They prefer humans to paw 
their plastic. While shoppers dropped 
$3.3 billion online last year, another 
$4.2 billion was spent in street stores 
ifter surfers had researched the 
purchased product online. Seventy-one 
percent of people go online to research 
products and services as opposed to 
using a local directory. In 1997 this 
figure was 47 percent. Why the 
dramatic growth? Online shoppers cite 
convenience, the availability of 
information, no sales pressure, and 
time savings as the chief advantages. 

They're cheap. A new pricing 
survey shows 73 percent of Internet 
products were marked at a lower 
price than their retail counterparts. 
Web consumers know that there are 
economies to setting up shop 
online — and expect you to pass the 
savings along to them. 

They're busy. The latest figures 
from America Online show that 40 
percent of its 12 million shoppers buy 
between 10 p.m. and 10 a.m., when 
street stores — and offices — are closed. 

They're impatient. Click, click, 
gone. The main reason surfers cite for 
cutting short a visit: pages that are too 
slow to load. You can always find the 
same product at a better-managed site, 
the reasoning goes. Another deal 
breaker is a site that forces surfers to 
click through multiple pages for simple 
information. Bottom line: Fast-loading 
pages and a snappy server are two of 
the best investments you can make in a 
site to suck in profits all the faster.

Some describe them as personal Web pages, some as vanity pages, and some as just plain 

horrible. They're the Web sites people put up to extol themselves or, more often, their cat. 

I've made a point of studying vanity pages and have even done one of my own to promote 

various columns I write (including this one). You can see it at www.dvorak.org if you ever 

get bored. Most interesting are the really bad 

vanity pages high school girls named 

Kimberly or Jennifer or Ashley or 
Skye put up. It's good to see more 
women and girls getting interested 
in computers. A lot of guys put 
up pages too, but they don't seem 
as precious. 

Most ISPs give their users server 
space for a Web site. This trend began 
years ago when America Online 
offered 10MB per account free for 
personal Web pages. Now on AOL 
you'll find everything from great joke 
pages to good link pages to hookers 
soliciting Johns in the L. A. basin for 
$200 an hour plus tip. 

Vanity pages can be more 
entertaining than prime-time TV. 
And now there's an emerging 
phenomenon called Web rings, 
whereby people create a circle of 
interest, usually around a rock star 
or an actor, and link elaborately to 
each other. 

In the process of looking at vanity 
pages you'll come across three other 
types of personal pages worth 
examining — the grudge page, the 
hate page, and the obsession page. 
An obsession page is the modern 
equivalent of a celebrity altar put in 
the closet by a would-be serial killer. 
Someone falls in love with a 
celebrity — Jennifer Aniston, 
Yasmine Bleeth, and Leonardo 
DiCaprio are typical — and they post 
pictures, information, and 
commentary telling you why they 
think this person (whom they've 
never met and are never likely to 
meet) is so great. Most of these are 
real eye-rollers. 

Still, vanity pages are my favorite. 
If you want to do your own, I can 
help. To keep up with the best of

them, be sure to include these 
common elements: 

Cats No vanity site is taken 
seriously unless it has cat pictures 
with cute comments about the cat. 
The cat should have an idiotic cat 
name like Fluffy or Muffy or 
Pumpkin or Snowball. Some people 
like to write the cat comments in first 
person: "Hi, I'm Fluffy. I'm Jennifer's 
favorite. I like to lick myself and sit 
on the TV when not chasing mice." 
Done right, the cat page reflects the 



fact that you have too much time on 
your hands and lead a pretty dull life. 

Clip Art A good vanity page 
needs a lot of mediocre clip art. At 
the top center of the page you 
usually find drawings and animation 
stolen from copyrighted material. 
Seldom does the Web page have a 
picture of the person. This is usually 
added later, buried under a link 
called "Pictures of Me!" 

Backgrounds It's crucial that 
a vanity page have an awful 
background — a garish mess is best. 
If you insist on being tasteful, keep 
it sentimental. Pooh bears or a 
baby blue background with light 
pink hearts, for example, will work. 
Clouds are also popular. 

Poetry No good vanity page exists 
without a lot of poems that stink to 
high heaven. Many come under a 
home page link called "Poems by 
Me!" Advanced users have a link 
called "Poems About My Cat!" 

Links Besides the array of self- 
promotional links such as "More 
Pictures of Me!" and "What People 
Say About Me!" you need good links 
to other vanity sites. This is usually 
done after you show a few friends 
how to make their own vanity page 
and you link to theirs. They, in turn, 
link to yours. "My Friend Suzie's 
Page — She Is Really Neat!" would be 
a typical link. Advanced users might 
link to a Kahlil Gibran site, a cat site, 
or a Beanie Babies site. 

Mailbox All vanity sites have a 
mail-to link symbolized by an 
animated mail icon of some sort. 
Why anyone would send mail to 
these people mystifies me, but they 
do. It's usually to tell them about 
their cats having the same name. 

These tips should get you started. 
If we all do our part we can clog up 
the Net and maybe even bring it 
down with this stuff. It will be the 
only way to get rid of it.

If you liked Win- 
dows 95, you'll 
love Windows 98. 
That's not to say 
it's perfect — far from it. But 
the latest incarnation of the 
world's most popular operat- 
ing system fixes many of the 
bugs and annoyances that 
plague Windows 95 users, and 
it's absolutely essential for sys- 
tems that incorporate new 
hardware advances like DVD 
players and USB peripherals. 

Windows 98 uses the same 
core system components as 
Windows 95, so it's compatible 
with virtually every 32-bit 
Windows program. For Win- 
dows 95 users it's a risk-free 
upgrade, but are its many small 
improvements worth the $109 
upgrade price? We tested a final 
release candidate build of Win- 
dows 98. 

Ready, Set Upgrading 

from Windows 95 was quick 
and painless, even on older 
test machines. After getting 



past the opening dialog boxes, 
the slick, streamlined setup 
routine operates on its own, 
detecting hardware and 
rebooting automatically. Even 
on slow machines, the com- 
plete upgrade takes less than 
an hour. Don't lose the jewel 
box for the Windows 98 CD, 
though: Before setup will pro- 
ceed you have to type in a 25- 
character Product Key. And 
don't bypass the step that cre- 
ates a startup disk — unlike 
boot disks created under Win- 
dows 95, this one recognizes 
most CD-ROMs. 

In marked contrast to previ- 
ous versions of Windows, we 
had no problems setting up a 
network. When the Setup pro- 
gram detected an Ethernet card, 
it automatically configured the 
drivers, added a default net- 
work client, and installed the 
TCP/IP protocol. We didn't 
have to fuss with IP addresses 
either, because Windows 98 's 
AutoNet feature automatically 



assigned private addresses that 
worked flawlessly with the rest 
of the network. 

Power users and network 
administrators should check 
out the Windows 98 Resource 
Kit for a powerful new utility 
called Batch 98. This easy-to- 
use tool lets you script every 
step of the setup process. 

Performance Penalties 
Our Windows 98 systems per- 
formed most operations 
noticeably faster than they did 
when running Windows 95 
with Internet Explorer 4.01. 
But neither system could come 
close to the perceived perfor- 
mance of a system running the 
original Windows 95 shell. 
Our conclusion? The IE4 
interface extracts a performance 
penalty, and speed-obsessed 
users need to add memory and 
CPU power to keep pace. 

On systems running the 
original retail release of Win- 
dows 95, the Windows 98 
upgrade had a huge payback: 



When we ran the FAT32 con- 
version utility on disk partitions 
larger than 1GB, we typically 
saw increases in free disk space 
of at least 30 percent. 

Does this OS crash less often 
than Windows 95? It's too soon 
to tell for certain. Windows 98 
is slightly more robust because 
its core components include 
nearly three years' worth of bug 
fixes and updates. And when 
the OS or applications do crash, 
you'll have an easier time 
troubleshooting, thanks to an 
impressive collection of new 
system utilities. 

The comprehensive System 
Information utility, for exam- 
ple, let us check the integrity 
of system files, track down and 
repair version conflicts, and 
fine-tune startup options for 
troubleshooting. We also suc- 
cessfully used the Windows 
Update feature to detect and 
install new drivers and patches 
to core system files. 

If you've already upgraded

Explorer 4.0, you won't find 
many surprises in the Windows 
98 user interface. All the familiar 
IE4 features are there, including 
the single-click option for desk- 
top icons, the Active Desktop, 
and the Active Channel bar. 
Some advanced options are 
new, and there are a few new 
icons, some cosmetic changes 
(especially in Web View tem- 
plates), and a collection of wiz- 
ards (including the Internet 
Connection Wizard) that have 
been redesigned for increased 
usability. New on the Windows 
98 desktop is the My Docu- 
ments icon — a new shell exten- 
sion that lets users define and 
quickly access the folder where 
applications store data files. 

TV Land Among the most 
intriguing add-ons to Win- 
dows 98 is a trio of features that 
work with TV broadcast sig- 
nals. The most obvious addi- 
tion is Web TV for Windows, 
which works in conjunction 
with a TV tuner card like the 



ATI All-in-Wonder, letting 
you view TV programs in a 
window or in full-screen 
mode. Windows 98 also incor- 
porates Intel's Intercast tech- 
nology, which adds HTML 
content alongside the TV win- 
dow. CNN, MTV, and at least 
ten other cable channels 
already offer this enhanced 
viewing mode. 

There's also WavePhore's 
WaveTop software, which uses 
a cable connection to down- 
load content from brand-name 
Internet sites (ZDNet and The 
Wall Street Journal, for exam- 
ple) and displays it in a modi- 
fied version of Internet 
Explorer. In the release candi- 
date we tested, all three features 
were fully enabled, but we 
encountered numerous bugs 
and setup hassles. Expect the 
first Windows 98 Service Pack 
to include significant updates to 
all these components. 

Every time you upgrade a 
peripheral, you'll appreciate the 
expanded driver library and 



new hardware support in Win- 
dows 98. If you're planning to 
add USB peripherals, for exam- 
ple, Windows 98 is a must. It's 
also the first version of Win- 
dows to include a DVD player. 
And Windows 98 's support for 
code signing makes it possible 
to verify that a new driver has 
passed Microsoft's compatibil- 
ity tests before you install it. 

Where Windows 95 sup- 
ported a handful of power- 
management features, Windows 
98 actively manages power. 
Those benefits will be most pro- 
nounced on systems that fully 
comply with the Advanced 
Configuration and Power Inter- 
face (ACPI). Although Micro- 
soft claims that Windows 98 is 
fully backward compatible with 
systems that support the 
Advanced Power Management 
spec, we had trouble with 
power management on some 
older notebooks. 

Worth the Upgrade? For 
new hardware buyers, Win- 
dows 98 is an absolute must — 



don't even think of buying a 
new system with Windows 95. 
For upgraders, though, the 
decision is more difficult. Win- 
dows 98 requires more CPU 
power, memory, and disk space, 
and for older hardware — 
including 486 and Pentium- 
based systems running at 
100MHz or less — Windows 
95 runs faster. For anyone still 
running the original retail 
release of Windows 95, the 
benefits of the FAT32 conver- 
sion utility alone make this a 
worthwhile upgrade. 

If you've embraced IE4 and 
you have the hardware to run it, 
the improved system utilities 
and setup tools in Windows 98 
make the upgrade worthwhile.

If you listen to audio CDs 
through your PC's sound sys- 
tem, you'll be attracted to the 
Deluxe CD Player.

Installing the Compressed 
Folders option fixes a glaring 
weakness in the Explorer.

ZIP 
files look and act like directo- 
ries, and the add-in does a great 
job with downloaded ZIP files. 
It's not enough to make us give 
up WinZip, though. 
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Other system-level improve- 
ments include minor enhance- 
ments to the Maintenance 
Wizard, most notably a utility 
that organizes the Start menu 
automatically. Plus 98 also 
adds a small piece of Cyber- 
Media's Uninstaller to the 
Windows 98 Disk Cleanup 
tool, letting you automatically 
clean up noncritical files. 

Dig deep enough into the 
grab bag and you'll find two 
games: SegaSoft's Lose Your 
Marbles, a Tetris-like test of 
dexterity and reaction time 
with dazzling graphics and 
sound, and Spider Solitaire, a 
challenging two-deck solo card 
game, which is at least 100 
times more difficult than the 
Solitaire in Windows 95. Either 
one is a worthwhile diversion, 
but hard-core gamers will be 
underwhelmed. 

Plus 95 introduced the con- 
cept of Desktop Themes, and 
the updated package adds 18 
new themes. If you flip to the 
comic pages first thing each 
morning, you'll appreciate the 
wallpaper, mouse pointers, 
sounds, and icons from Cathy, 
Garfield, Peanuts, Doones- 
bury, and FoxTrot. There's

Verdict: High-class 
shovelware — you're better off 
with shareware alternatives.

Little Bang, Little Buck 

One look at MidWest Micro's 
NC-266C Basics — the first 
Celeron system to sneak into 
PC Computing's Performance 
Labs — and you'd have to 
agree. It's one of the cheapest 
ways to put a Pentium II-class 
PC on your desk. 

Consider what $999 buys 
you: 64MB of SDRAM, a 
3.2GB hard drive, and S3's 
Virge AGP graphics card 
stocked with a generous 4MB 
of memory. You also get a 32- 
speed CD-ROM drive and a 
monitor (albeit a stingy 15- 
inch job). With the money you 
save, you'll want to treat your- 
self to a 17-inch screen. 

Yes, the machine has value 
written all over it. But perfor- 
mance is another matter. Under 
Windows 95 application 
benchmarks, the NC-266C 
Basics chugged along at less 
than half the pace of an average 
400MHz Pentium II — even 
though its clock speed runs at

magical $1,000 threshold. 

Otherwise, the Celeron bears 
more than a passing resem- 
blance to a slimmed-down Slot 
1 Pentium II.

SDRAM chips. And it promises 
to run Windows NT as fast as 
or faster than a comparable 
Pentium CPU. 

Having Fun Yet? Even if 

you want one, your choice in 
Celeron boxes may be limited. 
Thus far, system makers have 
been tepid about the chip. Its 
anemic performance has given 
many vendors pause. Worse, it 
uses Intel's 440EX AGP chip 
set, which means that mother- 
boards designed for the Cel- 
eron can't be retrofitted with 
other CPUs.

Best of all, this 
monitor comes in at just $1,499. 

ViewSonic's PT813 is the 
biggest display of the bunch, 
with a full 20-inch viewing 
area.

monitor we looked at, barely 
fitting on our lab shelf. If 
you're strapped for space even 
a little, you may want to go 
with a more compact model. 

But for those with the room, 
the ViewSonic won't disap- 
point. Its large screen shows 
off great color, though text 
comes off slightly fuzzy. We 
loved the controls, which were 
easy to navigate. The View- 
Sonic doesn't do as well as the 
Sony Multiscan at 1,600-by- 
1,200 resolution and has a slight 
visible flicker, but it's work- 
able, not to mention a bit more 
affordable at $1,449. If you're 
working with text you'll want 
something sharper, but for 
dedicated graphics this is a 
good-looking screen. 

Space Age Samsung's

Speak Freely over the Net 



The East European market is 
wide open. You've caught the 
heady scent of zlotys and 
rubles and even established an 
overseas office. But check out 
those monster phone bills — a 
15-minute call from Manhattan 
to your man in Moscow can 
run nearly 40 dollars. Want a 
better way to stay in touch 
with Sergei? Say nyet to the 
telcos and check out Aplio's 
Aplio/Phone and InnoMedia's 
InfoTalk, two devices that plug 
into your phone and let you 
make calls over the Internet 
virtually for free to anyone, 
across the country or around 
the world. 

Free Speech Setting up 

the devices is a chore, but you 
only have to do it once. Using 
your telephone keypad, you 
enter user information, includ- 
ing your ISP dial-up number, 
account name, and password. 
It's an awkward process at best. 

But when the units are 
configured and plugged in — 
between the telephone and 
the wall jack, like an answer- 
ing machine — placing your 
calls over the Net is as easy as 
pressing a button. With the 
Aplio/Phone, that means 
calling someone who also has 
an Aplio/Phone, pressing the 
Aplio button when they 
answer, then hanging up. The 
Aplio/Phone then makes a 
point-to-point IP connection 
with the unit on the other end 
in less than a minute. When 
the connection is completed, 
both phones ring. Goodbye, 
per-minute billing. 

The InfoTalk works in a 
similar way, except that you 
press the pound key when the 
receiving party answers, and

you don't have to hang up 
during the IP connection. 

Just last year Internet tele- 
phony meant lousy sound and 
serious lags. But today's sound 
quality is vastly improved. 
Under ideal conditions you'll 
experience crisp audio and a 
half-second delay, which is not 
much worse than some interna- 
tional connections on standard 
lines. We placed domestic calls 
with each device and found 
conversation easy once we 
adjusted to the slight sound 
delays. Both devices are full 
duplex, so both parties can talk 
at the same time — though the 
lag might lead to conversational 
chaos. And that lag gets worse 
when Internet traffic is heavy. 

The Aplio/Phone doubles 
as a speakerphone. It has the 
edge in penny-pinching, with 
an economy mode that elimi- 
nates the need for the initial 
phone call. But both callers 
must predetermine a time for 
the call, and the receiving party 
has to sit by the phone and 
wait for the Aplio button to 



flash a signal that the connec- 
tion is live. 

Smooth Operator The 

InfoTalk is jazzier, with a two- 
line LCD that allows for caller 
ID, time display, and a directory 
of your favorite numbers. Dur- 
ing a Net call, a graph indicates 
Web traffic volume, which 
can affect communication 
quality. The screen also eases 
the configuration process. The 
InfoTalk is cleverly designed to 
sit under your phone (unlike the 
round- topped Aplio/Phone, 
which nevertheless has an 
appealing shape in a retro, 
VW Bug sort of way). 

It's important to remember 
that in order for the Aplio/ 
Phone and the InfoTalk to 
work, each party must use the 
same kind of device (the two 
products aren't compatible) 
and have an ISP account. And 
neither device offers impres- 
sive documentation, so think 
twice about sending a unit to 
techno-disabled relatives unless 
you can set it up for them. 

Another caveat: the feds.

Both Emblaze HotSpots 
and Emblaze WebCharger are 
relatively inexpensive at $100 
each, but we'd like to see a 
discounted bundle of both, or 
a suite deal that includes all 
the products in the Emblaze 
line — neither of which Geo 
Interactive offers at this time. 
That said, HotSpots is a smart 
way to make your site inter- 
active, followed by Web- 
Charger to cut down on load 
time.

cemetery and the county clerk's office out of 
genealogy.

Clean Up After Windows 



Every time NASA 
sends another space 
shuttle into orbit, the 
crew has to dodge 40 
years of space junk. 
Every time you launch 
Windows, you have to 
steer clear of Microsoft's 
interface junk. IE4's 
Windows Desktop 
Update, which replaces 
the original Windows 
95/NT4 shell, is a big 
improvement over its 
predecessor, but it's still 
far from perfect. 
Installing the new shell 
(an option in Windows 
95 and NT4, mandatory 
in Windows 98) leaves 
a trail of unwanted 
interface elements on 
the desktop, the Start 
menu, and throughout 
the hierarchy of folders. 

Fortunately, you don't 
need a Star Wars-sty \e 
laser to blast interface 
junk away for good. A 
checkbox here and a 
Registry tweak there 
should be all you need to 
streamline the 
Windows+IE4 interface. 
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When you install IE4, it adds a cascading menu to the 
Start menu, letting you display the contents of your 
Favorites folder without opening a new window.

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Rearrange Program Shortcuts 

With IE4 installed, your Start menu looks exactly the same 
as before, but there's a crucial difference — you can 
rearrange program shortcuts by pointing, clicking, 
dragging, and dropping. 

Drag any shortcut to move it to a new position on the Start 
menu (that's a big change from the original Windows 95 shell, 
which maintained all shortcuts in alphabetical order).

By default, Explorer's View menu lets you arrange icons in only four ways: Large Icons, Small Icons, List, 
or Details. You can, however, turn on a fifth view option called Thumbnails, which displays miniature 
images of graphics files, HTML documents, and other file types, directly in an Explorer window.

Put the Address Bar on the Desktop 

With IE4's Explorer, you can type just about anything in the browser's Address box — a URL 
to open a Web page, a network address to open a folder window, or a reserved name like 
Control Panel or My Computer. To make this capability available even when no Explorer 
window is open, add the Address toolbar to the desktop where it will always be visible. 
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Step 1 Point to the top edge of the 
Taskbar until the pointer turns into a 
two-headed arrow, then drag up to 
make the Taskbar two rows deep.

Using the Windows Desktop Update can give 
rogue Web pages an unsettling power over the 
rest of your system.

Windows 95 and NT4 limit your wallpaper options. You get only one graphic, 
and you have to center it on the desktop or tile the image. But IE4's Active 
Desktop lets you add multiple graphic images anywhere on the desktop. 

To add a new image, right-click on the desktop, then choose Active Desktop, 
Customize My Desktop. (Make sure the View As Web Page option is checked.) 
Click on the New button and say no when asked if you want to visit the Active 
Desktop Gallery. Enter the full name and path of the image file, or use the 
Browse button to pick from a folder window. Repeat to add other images, then 
click on OK to close the dialog box.

IE4's Links bar is a perfect way to keep your favorite Web sites a click away. If this row of buttons isn't visible, 
right-click on the IE4 toolbar and click on Links from the shortcut menu. Don't waste space with the default 
buttons, either — replace them with your own links to speed up Web surfing. Although there's no limit to the 
number of shortcuts you can create, adding too many will scroll the toolbar off the screen, defeating its purpose.

In addition to 
evaluating them in 
our Performance 
Labs, we recruited 
a group of experi- 
enced Windows 
users to jury-test 
each LCD. Using 
Sonera Technolo- 
gies' DisplayMate, 
a flat panel testing 
utility — and with 
the make and 
model of each dis- 
play concealed — our testers scruti- 
nized color quality, text sharpness, 
brightness, and contrast. They com- 
pared each flat-panel display with our 
choice for best 19-inch CRT monitor, 
Sony's Multiscan GDM-400PS (see 
"Live Large," May, page 215). Testers 
also adjusted monitor controls, evalu- 
ated extra features like swiveling bases 
or built-in speakers, and critiqued the overall design. 
They found some true winners, some notable pluses, 
and some stragglers. But mostly they found that flat 
panels have come a long way in just a short time. 

Last year's flat-panel displays — even those that 
weren't large enough or bright enough to compete 
with your CRT — started at $2,000 and took a sharp 
turn upward from there. Monitor makers are finally 
taking flat panels seriously. You should too. This 
year's models are brighter, bigger, and more afford- 
able than ever — many of them are priced well under 
$2,000. At this rate, it may not be long before all 



desktop monitors are flat. But whether that time has 
come for you depends on your needs. And yes, it 
still depends on your budget. 

Lost in Space A superskinny LCD screen adds a 
dash of high-tech style to your desktop. But that's 
probably not good enough to convince the budget 
hawks that you need one. Fortunately, there are 
plenty of practical reasons to own a flat panel. Take 
size, for example. Slim screens are less than half as 
deep as a typical 17-inch CRT monitor, which frees 
up an enormous amount of room on your desktop. 
Some tiny workspaces can't handle a 17-inch monitor, 
let alone one that's larger. But a 15- to 20-inch flat 
panel fits nicely in the same real estate. 

Flat-panel displays save more than just space. 
They consume less energy than conventional moni- 
tors (although CRT manufacturers are working to 
develop more efficient models), and they emit zero 
heat. As a result, office energy bills go down overall 
(see "Calculating ROI: Flat-Panel Payback," 
below). What's more, flat panels don't emit poten- 
tially harmful electromagnetic radiation or suffer 
from the resulting quirks that CRT monitors do, 
which makes them big favorites in radiation-sensitive 
environments like hospitals. 

Flat panels have aesthetic perks too. Their flicker-free 
screens are easier on your eyes, and since they lack the 
curvature of CRT screens, you can make the most of 
your Windows desktop — the picture extends to the far 
corners of the screen. A 15-inch flat panel may sound 
shrimpy, but it gives you nearly as much room 
onscreen as a 17-inch CRT, for the same reason. Many 
flat panels also sweeten the deal with conveniences like 
built-in speakers, swiveling bases, and USB ports. 



Calculating ROI 




Your mind is made up. You want a flat-panel LCD screen on your desk — 
yesterday. But that doesn't mean the bean counters will be convinced. 
Where's the payback on a flat panel — which can cost twice as much as 
a 1 7-inch CRT? LCDs save you more than just space. 



Calculating return on investment (ROI) 
for LCD screens is tricky. The real payoff 
shows up in lower energy costs and space 
savings. LCD screens use less power than 
CRTs, thanks in part to their beginnings 
in mobile computing. 

Unlike flat-panel displays, CRT 
monitors suck up a lot of power because 
they must heat an electrode until 
electrons begin to boil off it at a frantic 
pace — which is why the back of your 



CRT is warm to the touch. Flat panels 
use up to one-third less power than 
CRTs, which translates into a potential 
savings of up to $55 per year per 
monitor on your electric bill, depending 
on your local rate. That doesn't sound 
like a lot, but as you replace more CRTs 
with flat panels, the discount multiplies: 
That's a savings of $2,750 on 50 LCDs, 
and an impressive $1 1,000 on 200 
skinny screens. 



Slim Savers a recent study that 
looked at flat panel ROI for a British 
financial company concluded that overall 
office energy consumption could be 
reduced by up to 15 percent. If your 
business's electric bill is $1,000 per 
month, you could save $150 — a total 
savings of $1,800 by year'send, enough 
money to buy the winning NEC MultiSync 
LCD1510. And since flat screens don't 
give off heat, large companies can expect 
their cooling bills to drop too. 

The other major savings with flat 
panels is space. For most offices, trading 
each person's CRT for aflat panel will 
simply result in more desktop real estate. 
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To the Letter 
Testers applauded 
the Sony Multiscan 
CPD-L1 50's crisp, 
dark text.

Dark Side s Q what's not to like about flat panels? 
For all their good points, they're just not as bright as 
CRT monitors. And over time they get darker, as 
the bulbs that illuminate the LCD crystals emit less 
light. Manufacturers are gradually introducing 
longer-lasting bulbs, but if you buy a flat panel 
today expecting it to last a lifetime, you may find 
yourself shopping again in three to five years. 

Also, flicker-free images don't mean the end of 
squinting. While top-quality 17-inch CRTs boast 
dot pitches in the 0.26mm range — 
producing razor-sharp text — similar- 
size flat panels top out at 0.28mm to 
0.30mm. This translates to fuzzier text 
and, over time, eyestrain. LCDs also 
have a fixed resolution, usually 1,024 
by 768 dpi, and limited viewing angles. 

Prices for flat screens are falling, 
thanks to lower manufacturing costs. 
But they're still not as affordable as 

conventional 
monitors. The 
same $1,500 that 
you spend on a 
15 -inch flat 
screen could buy 
you a good 21- 
inch CRT moni- 
tor, or even two 
17-inch models.

But what if your business expands? The 
study also shows that 24 percent more 
employees fit into the same office space 
(a trading floor) using LCD monitors 
instead of CRTs. 

When you start from scratch with 
smaller, shallower desks, the savings 
on furniture boosts the overall ROI even 
more. For example, a modular desk 
that includes a corner piece (to 
accommodate the depth of a CRT) plus 
a short, straight piece could easily cost 
you $900. Skip the corner piece, and you'll 
save yourself $550 — an amount equal 
to 30 percent of the purchase price of 
atypical flat-panel display.

few flavors. Most displays use active-matrix LCD 
technology, which has the best mix of high quality 
and low manufacturing costs. Dual-scan passive- 
matrix LCD panels are less expensive, but the trade- 
off is poor image quality and dimmer screens. 
Another technology, gas plasma, is brighter, lighter, 
and simpler to make, but it's more expensive to pro- 
duce. It's found more in screens that are 42 inches or 
larger. However, if demand goes up significantly, 
gas plasma could eventually overtake active matrix. 

Flat and Fantastic The top of our flat-panel 
heap includes many of the usual suspects, and also a 
few surprises. The overwhelming favorite among jury 
testers was NEC's MultiSync LCD1510, a prepro- 
duction unit, no less. Testers loved its generous 15- 
inch screen and its rotating, tilting pedestal, but it 
was the display quality that really won them over. 
While the LCD1510 may look flat, its images are 
anything but. Colors are deep, and text appears sharp 
and clear. This flat panel held its own against our test 
CRT, too, with comparable quality in a much lighter 
package. At $1,799, the LCD 15 10 isn't far from the 
priciest monitor in our roundup. Eizo Nanao's 
FlexScan L34, which has brilliant colors and a wide 
viewing angle, costs a staggering $2,999. 

If the MultiSync LCD1510's price is still too 
steep, check out another display that won raves 
from testers. Iiyama's 14.1 -inch ProLite 36 has 
CRT-quality text and images but costs an amazing 
$998. Akia's Radiance VX145, a 14.5-incher, also 
fared well in our tests, with the sharpest text of the 
bunch and a bigger screen than the Iiyama for just 
$1,399. It's the best buy for bargain shoppers.

Dell 1400FP Monitor, which has straightforward 
controls and great color but measures only 14.1 
inches. The Dell 1400FP's bright picture is no sur- 
prise: Underneath the Dell plastic is an NEC dis- 
play. Testers also raved about the $1,999 Sony 
Multiscan CPD-LlSO's sharp, clean text, but wished 
its colors were brighter. 

Honorable Mention A few of the monitors 
didn't win testers' unanimous applause but did offer 
some noteworthy features. At an affordable $1,699 
the Samsung SyncMaster 500TFT has a generous 
screen, keen design, and built-in speakers, plus it's 
USB-ready. On the downside, its picture quality 
doesn't measure up to the competition's. IBM's 9516 
Color Flat Panel gets major points for design with its 
black bezel and sleek buttons, and at 16.1 inches it's 
the largest screen in our roundup. But the $2,229 
display suffers from serious text shadowing and vis- 
ible flicker. Nokia's $1,949 500Xa — a preproduction 
unit — has a similar flicker problem, although its 
overall display quality put it among the top con- 
tenders. Testers also liked the Compaq TFT500's 
design, three USB ports, and intuitive onscreen con- 
trols, but for $2,499 its text should be sharper. For a 
slightly smaller view — but substantial savings — con- 
sider Compaq's $1,599 TFT450, a 14.5-inch LCD 
screen. Finally, there's the 14-inch ViewSonic 
VP 140, which has an enticing price of $1,145. But its 
display suffers from streaking and poor text quality. 

With so many low-cost performers in this group, 
last year's prices just don't cut it. Eizo Nanao's

The Future of Flat 



For desktop monitors, thin is finally in. A 15-inch flat 
panel for less than $2,000 is a dream come true, espe- 
cially for a display as impressive as the NEC Multi- 
Sync LCD1510. But even as you're reaching for your 
wallet, one question nags at the back of your mind: 
Are bigger and better flat screens on the way? 

Yes, they are. Several 18-inch monitors are in the 
works, and NEC already offers the MultiSync 
LCD2010, a stunning 20.1 -inch successor to the 
MultiSync LCD1510. But in the same way that 15- 
inch models initially hit the streets at sky-high prices, 
these big screens will take a while to become truly 
affordable. The cost of the biggest flat monitor on 
the block will be steep — at least $5,000 — and may not 
come down for a few years. The MultiSync LCD2010 
will set you back $6,599. 

So if you're dying to retire your clunky CRT right 
now, take the plunge and go for a 15-inch flat-panel 
screen. We found some clear winners. For the no- 
compromise top of the line, you can't go wrong with 
NEC's MultiSync LCD1510. Its great picture, flexible 



pivoting design, and reasonable price are everything 
that's right about flat-panel displays. Sony and Eizo 
Nanao also make tempting 15-inch screens, but at a 
higher price. If you can live with a 14.5-inch panel, go 
the bargain route with Akia's Radiance VX145, or 
shrink the size and price a little more with Iiyama's 
ProLite 36. If you need a few extras — like speakers or 
USB— Compaq's TFT500 and Samsung's 500TFT 
give you a full multimedia experience. 

As for anything larger, hold off for now. The qual- 
ity of big screens is still too unpredictable, and they're 
too pricey to risk the investment. But don't pinch too 
many pennies, either — overall prices are still high and 
you'll regret it if you compromise on a teensy screen 
or poor quality just to save a couple hundred bucks. If 
you buy the best and biggest display your budget can 
handle today, it'll last you several years, until you're 
ready to upgrade to the next big screen.

more costly 4.5 cents per megabyte). Its blazing per- 
formance and plentiful storage make it a safe bet for 
demanding work. 

When it comes to very large drives — those over 
10GB — it's hard to make a bad choice. The 14.4GB 
Deskstar not only managed to outperform all the other 
lOGB-plus drives in the roundup, but it also smoked 
our mammoth SCSI champ and A-List pick for net- 
work storage, the Seagate Barracuda 18. If you need sheer 
size, go for its sibling, the 16.8GB Deskstar. While con- 
siderably slower than the 14GXP, it still outperformed 
all but one of the smaller 6GB-to-9GB entries. 

Usability Counts Then there's the issue of installa- 
tion. Most new hard drives are easy to install and con- 
figure, a dramatic change from just a few years ago. In 
those days, you often had to call the manufacturer to 
learn how to set your drive's jumper settings and desig- 
nate it as the primary or secondary storage source — or 
the master and slave, as they're commonly called. This 
year, almost all the drives we reviewed come with 
jumper settings clearly labeled.

and formatting software. Quantum also 
tries to make installation more foolproof 
with a unique shock-mounting system 
designed to improve drive reliability. 

It's always a nice touch to find extra 
hardware in the box. IBM thoughtfully 
includes a ribbon cable, and the Maxtor 
and Western Digital drives come with complete 
mounting kits. If you're skittish about installing a new 
hard drive, though, the Western Digital WD Caviar 
6.4GB is the one for you, thanks to its excellent manual 
and a quick-installation guide.

Shift into Overdrive 



There's never been a better time to buy a hard drive. 
They're bigger and faster than ever, and you don't 
have to install and configure a SCSI controller, even 
for a mega 16.8GB disk. Best of all, you don't have to 
sacrifice performance to get a lot of storage space. 
The fastest of the small drives is the 6.5GB Seagate 
Medalist Pro 6530. Likewise, the 14.4GB IBM 
Deskstar 14GXP is another speed demon. It outper- 
forms all the 6GB-to-9GB drives as well as its fellow 
lOGB-plus drives — and it's faster than SCSI. Plus it's 
cheaper per megabyte than the most expensive 6GB- 
to-9GB drive we tested. 

While the Medalist Pro and the Deskstar will leave 
skid marks on your motherboard, only the video and 
network server crowds go straight for the fastest 
option. You'll also want to weigh cost, capacity, per- 
formance, and usability. For sheer size, the 16.8GB 
IBM Deskstar 16GP is hard to walk away from, cost- 
ing just 3.3 cents per megabyte. Another great choice 
is the 8.4GB IBM Deskstar 8. It tied for the largest in 
the 6GB-to-9GB class, yet it's speedy and affordable. 

The budget-conscious can go home with almost 



any drive in our roundup this year, but the Quantum 
Fireball EL 7.6GB hits our sweet spot. It costs 3.5 
cents per megabyte, and only one other EIDE drive in 
the 6GB-to-9GB range beat its speed. The enormous 
and fast Deskstar 16GP is also a steal. 

Hard drives got a big boost in performance and 
capacity this year, but usability was another matter. 
Western Digital's WD Caviar 6.4GB was the excep- 
tion, offering an outstanding manual, clearly labeled 
jumpers, and a complete mounting kit right in the 
box. The Maxtor DiamondMax 2880 is nearly twice as 
big and almost as convenient, but you have to open 
the manual to understand the jumper settings. 

Whatever you're shopping for, 1998 is a banner 
year for hard drives. And 1999 will be even better. But 
by then, don't be surprised if your 14GB monster is 
full and you're ready for more.

Move Big Files 



There's no way that huge file will fit on a single floppy 
disk. You need to work on it over the weekend at 
home, but how are you going to get it there? Or what 
about that gigantic presentation you need to take on 
the road? Who wants to deal with burning it onto a 
CD? To transfer data files from one PC to another, 
you need a removable drive. 

Compatibility is the most important factor when it comes 
to moving files. If a drive can't read your disk, youVe got 
the electronic equivalent of a square peg and a round 
hole. Unfortunately, compatibility remains an unresolved 
issue among today's removable-storage drives. Of the 
eight devices we tested, not one can share its media with 
another. So it's important to choose a drive that's readily 
available. If you don't know what drive you need, opt for 
the one that's most widely used: Iomega's Zip Plus. The 
$200 Zip Plus is Iomega's second-generation offering. Its 
improvements over the previous Zip include faster per- 
formance, a full suite of software, and better portability 
thanks to a more compact power supply. 

Alas, a Zip disk holds only 100MB of data. That's 
fine for stashing downloads, documents, and digital 
images, but may not be enough for those overgrown 
Photoshop files. For bigger jobs choose a larger-capacity 
option, from the 120MB Imation SuperDisk Parallel 
Port Drive ($150) to the $199 SyQuest Technology 
SparQ 1.0GB. Surprisingly, as capacity increases prices 
don't necessarily jump up too. The $249 Avatar Periph- 
erals 250MB Shark 250 Pro and its media will set you 
back quite a bit more than the SparQ. SyQuest's inex- 
pensive SparQ drive stores a whopping 1GB of data on 
equally affordable cartridges — just 3.8 cents a megabyte. 
Think it's impossible you'll ever need to transport that 
much data? Hey, Windows 98 alone requires 220MB. 
Plan for the future; a drive that seems overkill today may 
become a baseline requirement tomorrow.

Fast Track The SyQuest SparQ's EIDE interface 
helped it burn past the parallel-port Zip and the Avatar 
Shark, but it was no match for the Imation SuperDisk. 




Zip It Up Iomega's Zip Plus is the Visa of removable storage 
drives — its cartridges are accepted everywhere. When it 
comes to sharing data, no other drive beats its compatibility. 
You'll love the bundled software too. 

The price of a removable-storage device (and its media) 
also factors into how widely it's adopted. The more 
expensive the drive and disks, the less likely they are to 
find their way into mainstream business use. So even if 
you splurge on something like the $499 Iomega Jaz 2GB 
or the $449 Fujitsu DynaMO 640 magneto-optical drive, 
you could wind up with media that few others can share. 
A better solution is the Zip Plus or the SparQ, which are 
affordable enough that lots of people will be able to buy 
one, which will mean no compatibility problems. 

As always, speed matters. So why not buy the fastest 
removable storage available? Performance counts, but 
when you're moving large files compatibility, capacity, 
and price come before speed. Each of the drives in our 
review roars past a 3. 5 -inch floppy drive. But even if one 
drive runs circles around another, it won't matter much if 
the disk isn't compatible with its destination. 

Small but Mighty \ t should come as no surprise that 
the Iomega Zip Plus is our top pick for sharing files. Yes, it 
stores the least amount of data per cartridge of any drive in 
this roundup. It's also the slowest drive in its class (with a 
parallel-port connection, anyway — the SCSI and internal 
versions are significantly quicker). And, yes, it's pricey at 
$200 for the drive and $12 per 100MB cartridge. But the 
Zip has a large following, so the all-important compatibil- 
ity issue is not a concern. Plus the drive includes an amaz- 
ing software bundle, including Digital Arts & Sciences 
ImageAXS, Adobe PhotoDeluxe 2.0, Data Viz Web 
Buddy, Iomega Recordlt, PictureWorks NetCard, and 
Iomega 1-Step Backup/Restore. 

In an ideal world, though, we'd all have a SyQuest 
SparQ 1.0GB drive. The logical heir-apparent to the Zip 
Plus, the SparQ costs about the same as the Zip Plus and 
holds ten times the data. Even its cartridges are a bargain,

selling at $39 for a single 1GB disk and $99 for a pack of 
three. And while not as speedy as the Imation SuperDisk 
Parallel Port Drive, it leaves the Zip Plus and the Avatar 
Shark 250 Pro in the dust. Because the SparQ drive is 
newer than the Zip, however, it carries a compatibility red 
flag. Wonderful as the drive is, it'll take some time before 
it's widely adopted by the masses. In the meantime, if you 
need compatibility only within your own organization, 
there's no better choice than the SparQ. 

Imation's $150 SuperDisk Parallel Port Drive is also an 
idea whose time has come. And gone. Five years ago, 
we'd have heralded a backward-compatible 120MB 
floppy disk drive. Today, it's too little, too late. Though 
the SuperDisk smoked past the Zip Plus, the SparQ, and the 
Shark, it holds only 20MB more than the Zip. The drive 
itself costs less than the Zip Plus, but its proprietary 
120MB disks are about 13 bucks a pop. And again there's 
the compatibility issue. The SuperDisk may be able to 
read and write to standard 1.44MB floppies, but stan- 
dard floppy drives can't read or write to SuperDisk disks. 

Similarly, Avatar's Shark 250 Pro could have 
dethroned the Zip Plus — had it arrived a little sooner. 
For about $50 more you get 250MB of storage from a

drive that's dramatically smaller 
than the Zip Plus. Indeed, the 
ultracompact Shark is ideal for 
notebook users, as it comes 
with both parallel and PC Card 

interfaces. Plus it requires no external power supply, so 
it'll barely make a bulge in your notebook carrying case. 
The drive's cracker-size cartridges are $39 each, how- 
ever, so there's no savings in the cost of media. It's also a 
slowpoke compared with most of the other drives we 
tested. Compatibility? Who's gonna buy a Shark when 
the same money buys SyQuest's faster, higher-capacity 
SparQ plus a three-pack of 1GB cartridges? 

Are these removable disks and drives tough enough 
to take on the road? Unfortunately they're not inde- 
structible, nor can you expect them to last forever. Sure, 
they can withstand the occasional drop or spill, but han- 
dle them with care. Of the drives in this group, the Zip 
Plus is the toughest with its strong casing. The Avatar is 
small and lightweight and comes with a plastic carrying 
case for easy travel. If durability is your most important 
concern, look at the more rugged optical drives with 
disklike platters instead of cartridges.

Run Your Apps 



We've all been there: You want to install a new 
application and you get an out-of-disk-space error 
message. Or you spend hours on an eye-popping 
multimedia presentation only to discover you don't have 
anywhere to save it. Wiping out old and unused files is 
always an option. A better solution: Extend your 
existing hard drive with removable storage. 

Why opt for removable storage when you can buy a 4GB 
internal hard drive for as little as $200 or 5 cents a 
megabyte? True, that kind of space would tide you 
over for quite some time. But you wouldn't get the 
added benefits of removable storage, such as data 
backup and file transfer. Use a removable drive to run 
applications, so you can share them with other com- 
puters. Think of it: Your entire hard drive goes where 
you go, from work to home to business trips. Best of 
all, removable storage gives you room to grow, whereas 
a hard drive is limited to what it can hold. 

Cut to the Quick On the performance side, remov- 
ables don't quite compete with hard drives. Even the 
fastest drive we tested, SyQuest Technology's SparQ 
1.0GB, can't match the speed of today's internal hard 
drives. But it comes awfully close, and it's fast enough to 
run all but the most disk-intensive applications such as 
Adobe Photoshop. Ditto for SyQuest's other entry, the 
Syjet 1.5GB, and Iomega's Jaz 2GB drive. However, there 
are some slowpokes in the group — namely, Fujitsu's 
DynaMO 640 and Micro Solutions' backpack pd/cd. 
These drives, which use sluggish magneto-optical and 
optical technologies, aren't as well suited to running pro- 
grams, but they're fine for storing frequently used data. 

Of course, the amount of data and applications you 
can store depends on the capacity of the drive's media. 
The five drives we tested for this scenario hold anywhere 
from 640MB to 2GB per cartridge; you have to decide

just how much storage you need. Hint: Just as your 
hard drive always fills up faster than you think it will, so 
will your removable media. We'll say it again: You can 
never have too much storage space. Go for the highest 
capacity you can afford. 

Speaking of affordability, you want removable storage 
that's inexpensive to use. A reasonably priced drive can 
turn into a money pit if you have to spend a fortune on 
cartridges every time you turn around. Alternately, cheap 
media usually mean low capacity (take Iomega's $12 Zip 
disks, which store only 100MB at a cost of 12 cents per 
megabyte). The key is to find an affordable drive that 
uses reasonably priced, high-capacity media. 

Here's one way to look at it: A Jaz 2GB drive with a 
2GB cartridge costs $499, while a SparQ drive with 1GB 
costs $199. You can buy a three-pack of 1GB SparQ car- 
tridges for $99, so you can pocket 10GB of storage before 
you've matched the price of a Jaz 2GB. If you're really 
into cheap media, 640MB disks for the DynaMO drive 
are only $20 apiece — which works out to just 3.1 cents 
per megabyte. But the drive itself is a hefty $449. 

Winning Drive We've never seen a better combina- 
tion of speed, capacity, and affordability than the SyQuest 
SparQ. This internal drive uses a standard EIDE interface 
(a parallel-port version is also available), so it'll work in 
just about any system and doesn't require messing 
around with SCSI cards. In fact, the SparQ outperformed 
the three SCSI-based entries in the group: its big-brother 
SyJet drive, Iomega's Jaz 2GB, and Fujitsu's DynaMO 
640. Even more amazing, the 1GB SparQ drive costs 
only $199, with 1GB cartridges going for a mere $39 (or 
$99 for a pack of three). Three gigabytes for a hundred 
bucks? What's the catch? Sounds too good to be true. 
Well, a gigabyte doesn't go quite as far as it used to,

what with today's bloated applications, enormous 
multimedia files, and all those goodies you've been 
downloading off the Web. If you see yourself swapping 
too many cartridges, take a step up to something larger: 
SyQuest's SyJet. Our top pick in last year's roundup, 
the 1.5GB SyJet remains a speedy and spacious solution 
for the big-file blues. Ironically, SyQuest has done a 
fine job creating competition for itself, having knocked 
the Syjet's price down to $299. That includes a 1.5GB 
starter cartridge; extras are a reasonable $79 each. 

The price /performance ratio takes a nosedive with 
Iomega's 2GB Jaz drive, which replaces last year's 
slower and smaller 1GB model. It's intended for buyers 
with deep pockets — you'll pay a hefty price ($499) for 
the Jaz 2GB 's hefty storage. And if you think that's a 
tough pill to swallow, try coughing up $125 for a 2GB 
cartridge. While there's no denying the giddy feeling 



that comes from carrying that much data in your 
pocket, you can get the same rush from a pair of SparQ 
cartridges — for a lot less cash. 

The two optical drives in the group — Fujitsu's 
DynaMO 640 and Micro Solutions' backpack pd/ cd — 
are underpowered and overpriced compared with the 
SyQuest and Iomega products. The backpack holds 
650MB of data; the DynaMO, 640MB — relatively pal- 
try amounts, especially considering the drives' prices: 
$269 for the backpack and a whopping $449 for the 
DynaMO. The DynaMO proved the faster of the two 
drives, but both fell way short of the performance 
delivered by the SyJet, the Jaz 2GB, and the SparQ. By 
the time this issue hits the street, Fujitsu will have 
replaced the DynaMO 640 with the DynaMO 640SE, 
which still holds only 640MB on each disc. It's cheaper 
at $349, but still pricey.

Easy Backup 



Most people have to learn it the hard way. The company 
newsletter, the big sales presentation, your first novel — 
gone, wiped out, lost to some unexpected glitch in the 
system. Spare yourself the grief, rage, and eventual 
therapy that go with this scenario by avoiding it 
altogether. Buy yourself a reliable removable-storage 
device, and make regular backups. 

Backing up doesn't mean making a carbon copy of your 
hard drive — although with high-capacity devices like 
Iomega's Jaz 2GB, that's certainly an option. If that's what 
you have in mind, a tape-backup drive might be a better 
option. Tape drives store as much as 10GB on a single cas- 
sette — perfect for mirroring today's giant hard drives. But 
tape is slow, noisy, and less reliable than most removable 
storage. For quick, quiet, dependable backups of just your 
important files, check out the six drives we tested. 

You need to consider several factors when choosing a 
backup device: price, capacity, durability, speed, and bun- 
dled software. Because these drives are intended for more 
than just backup chores (they're also ideal for file transfers 
and extending your storage space), not all of them come 
with the software that makes it simple to archive and 
restore data. Sure, you could just copy the files from your 
hard drive to the removable drive, but dedicated backup 
software keeps track of your selections, compresses the 
data, and lets you make incremental backups. 

Most backup software also lets you schedule backups 
for specific times, like after you've left the office. If the 
removable drive is going to be chugging away when you're 
not around, speed isn't really an issue. Capacity, however, 
is. If you've got more data than will fit on, for example, an 
Avatar Shark 250MB cartridge, you'll need to be around to 
swap in a second or third cartridge when the software asks 
for it. Though there are exceptions to the rule, you want 
the highest-capacity removable drive your budget allows. 
If that also happens to be a speedy drive — one that can back

up, say, 500MB in five minutes — then so much the better. 
For the record, every one of the devices we tested is a 
speed demon compared with tape drives. 

Built to Last The underlying technology behind a 
removable storage drive affects the durability and 
longevity of its media. Optical drives like the Fujitsu 
DynaMO 640 and the Micro Solutions backpack pd/ cd, 
which use compact-disc-like platters, promise to preserve 
your data for at least 30 years. And their rewritable media 
are virtually indestructible, unlike the hard-drive-like car- 
tridges used by the Avatar, Iomega, and SyQuest drives. 

You can't put a price on the safety of your data, but you 
can buy the most economically balanced backup solu- 
tion. The drive itself is a one-time purchase; it's the media 
that keep coming back to bite you in the wallet. The more 
data you have to archive, the more media you need to buy. 

Of the six drives we tested — the Avatar Peripherals 
Shark 250 Pro, the Fujitsu DynaMO 640, the Iomega Jaz 
2GB, the Micro Solutions backpack pd/cd, and the 
SyQuest Technology SparQ 1.0GB and SyJet 1.5GB — 
each offers something a little different. Our top pick is the 
$199 SparQ, which packs a full gigabyte (two, if you use 
compression) onto each $39 cartridge. Its software bundle 
even includes a backup utility and a slew of other titles. Did 
we mention it beat the pants off every other drive in our per- 
formance tests? Our only complaint is that the media aren't 
particularly rugged, but as long as you don't play office soc- 
cer with your backup cartridge, you'll be fine. 

Iomega's Jaz 2GB ran a close second, however, and it 
stores twice as much data on each cartridge. It's an Ultra 
SCSI-based device, meaning you need a SCSI interface 
to run it, and it's not exactly a bargain at $499. Car- 
tridges aren't cheap either: $125 each, or $300 for a three- 
pack. Still, you can archive an awful lot of data on a 2GB

cartridge. And Iomega supplies a versatile, easy-to-use 
backup utility, making the Jaz 2GB a convenient out-of- 
box solution. SyQuest's $299 SyJet is another good choice. 
It's also speedy, and you can house up to 1.5GB on each 
$79 cartridge. But the media could be more durable. 

The two optical drives we tested — the Micro Solutions 
backpack pd/cd and the Fujitsu DynaMO 640 — provide 
the safest backups, as they use ultrasturdy disc media. The 
backpack stores up to 650MB on its $30 cartridges and has 
the added benefit of being able to read standard CD-ROMs. 
Plus, it comes with Seagate Backup Exec, a top-notch 
backup utility. Notebook users will appreciate the drive's 
parallel-port interface, which makes it easy to shuttle from 
one PC to another. And its $269 price tag is more than rea- 
sonable. Just one problem: It's the slowest drive here. 

Meanwhile, the DynaMO is quite a bit faster than the 
backpack and it stores 640MB on 3.5-inch discs and 
requires a SCSI connection — even though it's an external 



drive. It's not quite as versatile as the backpack and it 
costs $180 more, but the media offset the price difference: 
They're just $20 each. To sweeten the deal, Fujitsu 
throws in a bare-bones backup program. 

With its paltry 250MB cartridges, Avatar's Shark 250 
Pro may not seem like a viable backup solution — unless 
you're a notebook user. Because notebooks typically 
have small hard drives, you may have less data to back up. 
A couple of 250MB cartridges might do the job. And the 
Shark's a natural for mobile users: It's compact and light- 
weight, nicely outfitted with software, and comes with 
parallel-port and PC Card cables. It draws power from 
whatever it's connected to, so you don't have to schlepp 
yet another power supply. It's fairly expensive at $249 for 
the drive and $39 per cartridge, which comes out to about 
15 cents per megabyte. Avatar just needs to speed it up a 
bit; the Shark turned in the second-lowest performance 
scores of all the drives we tested.

Floppy Killers 

The floppy is dead. R.I. P. It's fast being replaced by HiFD, CD-RW, 
DVD-RAM, DVD+RW, and a dozen other technologies (and acronyms) 
all vying to shovel the last scoop of dirt onto the 1 .44MB floppy's grave. 
Will any of them become the industry standard? That remains to be 
seen. Here are the contenders to watch for. 



We'll see 200MB floppies, Zip drives for notebooks, 
2.1GB cartridges for $30, and DVD drives that can 
write as well as read. Actually, many of these devices 
will be available by the time you read this (though they 
weren't ready for testing as of press time), and the rest 
are just around the corner. 

The device that might actually succeed in transplanting 
the floppy drive is . . . well, a bigger floppy drive. Sony's 
HiFD boasts 200MB disks and backward compatibility 
with today's 1.44MB floppies. No word yet on what the 
drive will cost, but it's a good bet Sony will price it com- 
petitively. Remember, this is the company that put 5.25- 
inch disks out to pasture with its 3. 5 -inch floppies.

paq, Hewlett-

drive bay, just like a modular CD-ROM or floppy drive. If 
a bay isn't available for your particular portable, there's 
an external Zip drive that's more universally compatible: 
the Addonics Technologies Pocket Zip, a slim, 13-ounce 
PC Card drive that runs off your notebook's battery. 
Iomega also hopes the Clik and its 40MB matchbook- 
size disks will become all the rage for notebooks as well 
as digital cameras, handheld PCs, and other handheld, 
digital consumer-electronic gadgets. 

Of course, drives promising only megabytes of 
removable storage won't last long against new multi- 
gigabyte solutions, such as Castlewood Systems' Orb. 
An in-your-face challenger to SyQuest's SparQ, the 
$200 Orb delivers 2.16GB of storage on proprietary 
cartridges costing just $30 each. It should be available 




this fall. SyQuest, meanwhile, isn't letting the grass 
grow under its feet. Its new Quest drive packs a whop- 
ping 4.7GB on 5.25-inch disks and promises hard 
drive-caliber performance. At $599 it's $100 more than 
Iomega's Jaz 2GB — but you get more than twice the 
storage. We'll have to see how much the cartridges cost.

Bank on It Quicken, at $90, and Money, running $55, 
are the perfect answers for the don't-have-much-time, 
don't-have-much-money businessperson.

PC Computing's Usability Seal of Approval. Testers 
completed financial management tasks 89 percent of 
the time in Money, and 88 percent of the time in 
Quicken.

Testers finished the most basic financial tasks with 
ease. But more advanced activities, like business 
forecasting, investment tracking, and data retrieving from 
financial Web sites, were tough enough that neither 
product earned a passing mark in these critical areas. 

Our testers expressed virtually identical levels of 
satisfaction with both products. However, they were 
more successful at getting answers from Money's 
onscreen help than they were when using the same 
feature in Quicken.

Once you have several months of transaction data at 
hand, Quicken and Money use this information to create 
monthly budgets, cash-flow forecasts, debt-reduction 
schedules, and savings plans. Quicken has a built-in invoice 
generator that makes it easy to track any partial payments 
and credits on resulting receivables. 

Both programs let you track reimbursable business 
expenses — out-of-pocket expenses for which the business 
pays you back — and create quick reports that detail your 
tax-related transactions. And Quicken and Money have 
seamless connections to financial Web sites that give you 
advice and professional help. 

If any or all of these concepts are foreign to you, relax: 
Quicken and Money are full of tutorials and onscreen help. 
They hold your hand through each new feature, and often 
pop up useful tips on how you can work faster and smarter. 

Living Proof s Q now did these programs fare in the hands 
of small-business owners in our Usability Labs? Testers set up 
new checking, savings, and credit-card accounts; reconciled 
the accounts with bank statements; and created common 
business documents. Finally, we asked testers to do a few 
more-sophisticated activities, like tracking investments, cre- 
ating budgets, and making financial forecasts. 

After rounding a short learning curve, our testers 
breezed through the basic tasks in both programs. From 
Quicken's familiar checkbook interface to Money's quick 
category lists, both had plenty of smart features to help get 
the job done. But while Money is more than adequate for 
basic financial tasks, Quicken goes extra steps toward man- 
aging a small business by offering a greater selection of 
business-oriented forms and reports.

Windows 98 is finally here, and it's time to upgrade! Installing Windows 98 on a 
Windows 95 PC isn't tough; just follow the Setup Wizard. But when the wizard 
stops, your job has just begun. Here's how to make your upgrade as safe as 
possible, plus some undocumented tweaks you can't afford to miss. 



1. Obey the wizard. 

Approach any operating 
system upgrade cautiously. 
The transition from 
Windows 95 to Windows 98 
is no exception. Before you 
start the upgrade, back up all 
your vital data files. Take a 
snapshot of your system 
settings (Start, Settings, 
Control Panel, System, 
Device Manager, Print, 
System Summary). When 
the wizard tells you to make 
an emergency startup disk, 
follow the instructions to 
the letter. You'll start and 
restart a few times, then end 
up with a clean Windows 98 
installation. 

2. Test the 
emergency startup 
disk. l n theory, the 
emergency startup disk 
you create during 
Windows 98's installation 
will let you boot your PC 
and work in DOS even if 
your hard drive crashes. In 
practice, though, the CD- 
ROM drive may not work 
after the emergency startup

disk boots to DOS. To fix 
shortcomings like these, 
take the following steps 
once you've installed 
Windows 98: Shut down 
your PC (select Start, Shut 
Down, Shut Down), put 
the emergency startup disk 
in the A: drive, and push 
your PC's reset button.

When 
you find the driver (you 
may need to call the drive 
manufacturer), copy it 
onto your emergency 
startup disk.

you have too much data 
on your system to run the 
uncompress routine.

Thankfully, Microsoft put 
System Information on the 
Start menu instead of hiding 
it under an obscure tab in a 
backwater dialog box.

Information, and print a full 
report. (Expect it to run 
about 50 pages.) Store the 
report in a safe place so you 
can refer to it later. 

9. Register for 
Windows Update. 

Finally, be sure to register 
your new Windows — it's 
more important than with 



previous versions. The 
new Windows Update 
program automates minor 
improvements (read: bug 
fixes) to Windows 98 via 
the Web, and it's available 
only to people who register. 
The ability to download the 
latest files from one 
centralized source is a 
major improvement. The 
easiest way to do this is by 
clicking on the Register 
Now button on Windows 
98's Welcome screen. (If 
you've already done away 
with this screen, click on 
Start, Run; type welcome; 
and press Enter.) Once 
you've registered, drop by 
the Windows Update area 
on the Web (Start, 
Windows Update) and 
make sure it's all working 
for you.

Digital Light Processing

either. Look for the chips to drive tomorrow's home theater systems too.

1. Video Signal 

The video circuit of 
a notebook or desktop PC, 
or a VCR or a TV receiver, 
sends its signals to SRAM 
video memory located 
on the DLP chip.

Office 97 Secrets 

More people use Microsoft Office 97 than any other application in the 
history of computers. But Office isn't exactly perfect. As anyone who's 
used it for more than a week can tell you, more people swear at Office, 
get gray hair over Office, and threaten to throttle Office's tech support 
reps than any other application around. It doesn't have to be this hard. 
Here are some of the most coveted secrets of the Office 97 gurus, 



starting with the newly 
discovered bugs that every 
user should know about. 

Office 97 Service 
Release 1 Late last year 
Microsoft released the 
mother of all Office 97 bug 
fixes, called Service Release 
1. SRI offers hundreds of 
fixes — some of them are 
significant, some trivial. But 
there's one overwhelming 
reason why every Office 97 
user should upgrade to SRI: 
A subtle change in the 
Word 97 macro language 
keeps a very large 
percentage of Word viruses 
from propagating under 
SRI . You won't find that 
fact documented anywhere 
(Microsoft resists making 
any claims about this new 
feature), but this change is 
nothing less than 
spectacular. 

That's the good news 
about SRI. The bad news? 
SRI has some major flaws. 
The one new feature you'll 



find most irritating is 
Word 97 SRI 's insistence 
on popping up the Office 
Assistant whenever you 
save a document for the 
first time. That damned 
paper clip says, "Other 
people may not have the 
latest version of Office, so 
if you plan to share this 
file, you should save it in 
the following format: 
Word 6.0/95." You must 
then click on Don't Use 
Suggested Format to clear 
out the message. Believe 
me, we've tried to get rid of 
the bloody thing by 
futzing with obscure 
settings, macros, and 
bazookas. No luck.

REDO OUTLOOK SETTINGS 



ver wish you could start over with a clean slate? It happens to me all the time, but never more 
frequently than with Outlook. Start playing around with Tools, Options, and you'll want to restore 
all those settings to their original values — an option that Outlook 98 doesn't support. Fortunately, 
most Outlook settings are stored in one Registry key, regardless of whether you use Windows 98, 
Windows NT, or Windows 95. 




To launch the Registry Editor, select Start, Run, then type regedit and press Enter. 

Click on HKEY_CURRENT_USER, then select Software, Microsoft, Office, 8.0, Outlook. 

Delete the Outlook key, then restart Outlook 98. The program will open with nearly all its 
settings restored to their original condition, no matter how much you've fiddled with them. This is a 
must-have tip for those who love to tinker away with settings.
